AR Arkansas Man Tells What He 
Knows About Negro Labor, 

New York, September 13. — John C. Cal- 
houn of South Carolina, a grandson of the 
famous statesman of the same name, and 
who is now’a resident of Arkansas, was 
a witness before the Senate Committee 
on Labor and Education this m$rning. He 
was called to testify im regard to the con- 
dition and prospects of labor in the South. 
He stated that since 1869 he had been engaged 
in cotton raising in Arkansas and 
had abundant opportunities for observing 
the condition of labor at the South. Labor- 
ers inthe Mississippi Valley were entirely 
for agricultural work. Few white men were 
employed, as they soon Fecome either land 
owners or tenants. Condition of the negroes 
Was as good as compared with a few years 
ago.

FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 
Beerbohm estimates that the world’s gwneat 
crop will fall 8,500,000 quarters, or 68,000,000 bush- 
els below the world’s requirements for 1883 and 
1884. If in this estimate the California and Ore- 
gon crop were reckoned together at 55,000,000 
bushels, whereas the more recent estimates place 
them at 35,000,000 bushels, combined, then, the 
shortage will be 88,000,000 bushels. The very 
latest estimate of the Agricultural Bureau places 
the corn crop of this country at 1,600,000,000 bush- 
els, or about 25,000,000 bushels less than last vear. 
The damage by frost and drought Is now placed at 
5 per gent., and much of thi¢aamage is offset by 
an increase of 2,000,000 acres in the acreage’ The 
corn on the highlands along the entire length of 
the C., B. &Q. road is said to be damaged but 
very silizhtly by frost. The effect of the frost on 
corn and other crops on the line of the Chicago, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha Railway was over- 
estimated, so the Pioneer Press says. The damage 
itis now stated willnot beas great by ten per 
cent asit was feared.——Carrnthers & Allen of 
New York, ina late circular speak of the corn 
cryp scare as follows: “The weather in the 
West is warmer,and there are bo reliabie reports 
of serious damage by frosts in any of the great 
corn-growing States. The damage that has been 
done is in the northern sections of Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Michigan. The best crops these 
three States ey W aggregate 80,000,000, and a 
25 per cent dam to such crops will count very 
littie in a total érop of 1,800,000 to 2,000 , 
export demand for corn has_ fallen off at the ad- 
vance to almost nothing.
